MEETING WITH SECRETARY DULLES 

Committee on Foreign Relations: The committee met 
in executive session to hear Secretary of State Dulles 
discuss world developments in general and answer ques- 
tions regarding the Southeast Asia Collective Defense 
Treaty. The Secretary stated that prompt Senate action 
on this treaty would help the policy and vital interest of 
the U. S., and would show that Western and Asian 
powers can successfully work together. 

Mr. Dulles also stated that the U. S. should not limit 
its efforts to situations where there is a 100 percent 
chance of success, but that there are a number of situa- 
tions in the world where we should put forth a strong 
effort even though it is not certain that we will succeed. 
Otherwise, he continued, the U. S. would miss many 
opportunities to preserve freedom and resist the expan- 
sion of international communism. 


With regard to Indochina, he said that the trend of 
events there is now somewhat more favorable than it 
has been. 

Prior to the Secretary’s testimony the committee 
unanimously adopted a resolution expressing its appre- 
ciation to Senator Wiley for his services as chairman 
during the 83d Congress. 

Following this meeting it was announced that the 
committee will meet again on Tuesday, January 18, in 
executive session to consider nominations and miscel- 
laneous matters, and will hold public hearings on 
Wednesday, January 19, on the Southeast Asia Collec- 
tive Defense Treaty (Exec. K, 83d Cong., 2d sess.) to 
hear testimony from private citizens.

Secretary Benson, summarizing his testimony in sup- 

port of the bill, stated that the— 
Trade agreements legislation, and indeed the general foreign 
trade program recommended by the President, are programs in 
the national interest, meriting strong nonpartisan support. The 
free nations of the world are economic ally interdependent. 
Each country needs many products from the other countries if 
we are all to achieve economic strength. Moderation in reduc- 
ing our tariffs is the underlying philosophy of this act. Provi- 
sions of this act call for both gradual and selective tariff liberal- 
ization. The passage of this act would not result in sudden, 
arbitrary, or inequitably severe burdens on any segment of our 
American economy.

Committee on Ways and Means: Four members of the 
President’s Cabinet testified today at the second session 
of the public hearings being conducted in connection 
with H. R. 1, to extend authority of the President to 
enter into trade agreements. Each urged enactment of 
the proposed legislation. The first witness, Secretary 
of Commerce Weeks, discussed the President’s request 
for legislation to permit negotiation of trade agreements 
over a 3-year period. During that period, he said— 
The President has proposed that he have authority, subject to 
procedural safeguards including the peril-point and escape-clause 
provisions of the existing legislation, to take any one of three 
alternative forms of action with respect to a given commodity, 
either (a) to reduce the tariff rate by not more than 5 percent 
of the present rate in each of the 3 years, or () in the event that 
the commodity is not being imported or is being imported only 
in negligible volume to reduce the 1945 tariff rate by not more 
than 50 percent over a 3-year period, or (c) in the event that 
the existing tariff rate is more than 50 percent ad valorem or 


its equivalent to reduce the rate to not less than 50 percent over 
a 3-year period. 

The second witness was Secretary of Defense Wilson, 
who stated that— 


It is important that we keep in mind the fact that the Com- 
munist threat in the world today is based upon more than an 
outright military threat. It includes an equally serious threat 
in the economic, the political, and the propaganda areas. * * * 
The stronger our allies are economically and militarily, the 
better for both them and ourselves. The final showdown 
between the free world and the Communist world may not be 
a military one. We hope not. It could very well be in the 
economic, political, and propaganda areas. 


In the afternoon meeting, Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey said that the proposed bill was moderate— 
that it did not interfere with existing safeguards for our 
domestic producers, and did not contemplate any drastic 
changes which would adversely affect sizable groups of 
citizens. He added that— 


I would like to mention one other broad principle in connec- 
tion with the bill. From the budgetary viewpoint, the Presi- 
dent’s trade program should help to reduce Government expend- 
itures for foreign aid over a period of time. I believe it is best, 
where possible, for foreign countries to earn their way, rather 
than receive aid from the U. S. Treasury. This bill is a fur- 
ther step in that direction. The Treasury Department is 
actively working on other aspects of the President’s program to 
promote foreign trade and investment. These proposals will be 
submitted to the Congress shortly. 
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He was followed by Secretary of Labor Mitchell, who 
addressed his remarks as to the effect of the bill on 
American labor. He said— 
| should like to discuss its benefits to American labor, as well 
as the safeguards it contains for the protection of specific indus- 
tries and their workers against serious injury from excessive 
imports. Protection is afforded, of course, through the use of 
the peril-point and escape-clause procedures. It is also afforded 
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through the requirement of consultation with executive agencies 
that have a direct concern with the operation or effect of the 
program.

of the U. S. to secure and protect the Formosa area. 





\fter reviewing the mounting tensions caused by Commu 
nist Chinese attacks on Nationalist-held territory, the Secretary 
stressed the strategic importance to the U. S. of Formosa and 
the Pescadores and the importance of their remaining in 
friendly hands. He made the point that if, under present cir- 
cumstances, the United States falls back under Communist 
China's threats of war and if all the outposts of Formosa are 
taken over one by one, Formosa would be less defensible. But, 
he continued, its security will have become problematical be- 
cause the entire anti-Communist position in the Far East might 
then be crumbling under the impact of the aggressive achieve- 
ments of the Chinese Communists and a feeling that our deter- 
mination may be fading. In the eyes of millions of freedom 
loving people in the Philippines, in Korea, in Japan, and 
throughout other Asian countries, the United States tolerance 
of the destruction of friendly forces and of Chinese Communist 
build-up against Formosa will be interpreted as an indication 
of United States uncertainty and weakness. 

Mr. Dulles stated with vigor that he considers it imperative 
at this juncture that the U. S. should take a position of firmness 
backed by national unity. Failure to do so would invite mis- 
calculations which could lead to a far more serious situation 
than exists today. 

Admiral Radford supported wholeheartedly the views ex- 
pressed by the Secretary. From the military viewpoint the 
island chain from the Aleutians to New Zealand is vital to the 
defense of the United States. A breach in any part of that 
chain would create a serious situation for this country in the 
Western Pacific.

Whereas the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy is vested 
with certain duties and authorities by virtue of the provisions of 
the Atomic Energy Act of 1954; and 

Whereas section 164 of the Atomic Energy Act of 1954 re- 
quires that certain contracts for electric utility services entered 
into by the Atomic Energy Commission be submitted to the 
Joint Committee on Atoenic Energy and a period of thirty days 
elapse while Congress is in session before the contract shall be- 
come effective; and 

Whereas section 164 of the Atomic Energy Act of 1954 further 
authorizes the joint committee at any time after the receipt of 
the proposed contract to waive the conditions of or all or any 
portion of such thirty-day period; and 

Whereas the joint committee by resolution on November 13, 
1954, adopted a resolution purporting to waive “the conditions 
of and all of the thirty-day period specified in section 164,” while 
Congress was not in session; and 

Whereas the Atomic Energy Commission presented no sub-

Whereas the effective date of said contract by its own terms 
has not yet occurred; and

MILITARY INVESTIGATIONS—RULES 

Committee on Armed Services: Representative Hebert, 
chairman of the Subcommittee for Special Investiga- 
tions, announced today that the subcommittee, at its 
organization meeting, had readopted special rules for 
the conduct of its business. These rules have long been 
in force in investigating subcommittees of the House 
Armed Services Committee. Rules 1 through 10 relate 
primarily to witnesses and the public business of the 
subcommittee. Rules 11 through 18 relate primarily 
to the government of the subcommittee itself. 

These rules have been widely approved by bar asso- 
ciations and other bodies interested in the orderly 
conduct of investigating subcommittees and in the pro- 
tection of witnesses. The rules require that 2 members 
always be present when public business is conducted or 
a witness is sworn—one member from the majority and 
another from the minority. 

The subcommittee prints its rules in a pamphlet and 
every person having business with the subcommittee is 
given a copy of them in advance of his appearance. In 
addition, the subcommittee publishes all source material 
relating to the business of the subcommittee, such as: 
The resolution (H. Res. 112) of the House of Repre- 
sentatives authorizing its inquiries; the precepts of the 
House Armed Services Committee; the Special Rules 
of the subcommittee; the Rules of the House Armed 
Services Committee; the Rules of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and references to all laws and the Constitu- 
tion of the United States so that in one document a 
witness may obtain all pertinent information relating 
to the business of the subcommittee.

POSTAL PAY ADJUSTMENTS

“It is the understanding of the Senate that nothing 
in the present treaty shall be construed as affecting or 
modifying the legal status or the sovereignty of the 
territories referred to in article VI. 

“It is the understanding of the Senate that the 
“mutual agreement” referred to in article VI, under 
which the provisions of articles IT and V may be made 
applicable to other territories, shall be construed as 
requiring the advice and consent of the Senate of the 
United States. 

“It is the understanding of the Senate that the obliga- 
tions of the parties under article V apply only in the 
event of external armed attack, and that military opera- 
tions by either party from the territories held by the 
Republic of China shall not be undertaken except by 
joint agreement.” 

(2) Ordered reported S. J. Res. 14, extending an invi- 
tation to the International Olympic Committee to hold 
the 1960 Olympic games in Detroit. 

(3) Approved an order directing the Secretary of the 
Senate to return to the President the Great Lakes Fish- 
eries Convention of 1946 with Canada; the President 
requested the return of this treaty on January 26.

Page 3, line 8, change the period to a colon and insert “Pro- 
vided further, That the enactment of this Act shall not be con- 
strued to determine or indicate the approval or disapproval by 
the Congress of organization: il provisions of any foreign trade 
agreements entered into under this section.” The purpose of 
this amendment is to make it clear that the enactment of this 
legislation will not imply congressional approval or disapproval 
of the organizational provisions of GATT (General / 
on Tariffs and Trade). 

Page 4, line 12, after the word “, is” insert the word “nor- 
mally” and strike the word “being”; and on line 13 strike the 
word “being” and insert in lieu thereof the word * ‘normally”. 

Page 8, line 6, strike the word “may” and insert in lieu 
thereof “shall, as soon as practicable,”. This amendment relates 
to the withdrawal of most favored nation treatment from any 
nation that discriminates against the United States with respect 
to trade matters. 

Page 10, line 12, after the word “intention” insert “to nego- 
tiate”. This amendment is merely a clerical amendment to 
correct a typographical error. 

Page 11, line 9, delete the entire section 5. The purpose of 
this amendment is to strike from the bill the provisions author- 
izing the reduction of tariffs irrespective of the fact that such 
action is not designed to carry out any foreign trade agreement 
on articles being imported into the United States in negligible 
quantities.

Other classifications than those prescribed in Executive Order 
IOSOI W ill not be considered by the subcommittee. 

Any witness presenting a prepared statement shall remove 
from it all classified material and shall place the same (if in 
writing) in a separate document with the classification clearly 
marked in accordance with Executive Order 10501. 

If no action is taken by a prospective witness, in accordance 
with this rule it will be presumed that there is no information 
to be discussed affecting the national security. 
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Classifications, for the convenience of the executive depart- 
ment in the conduct of its official business, having a similar desig- 
nation to the classifications prescribed in Executive Order 10501, 
will not be considered by the subcommittee. In such matters 
as shall relate to matters of executive policy, the ofhcial charged 
therewith shall be given notice as herein provided for matters 
affecting the national security.

HEALTH PROGRAM 


Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: Chair- 
man Priest announced last Friday that the committee 
will begin its health hearings on Wednesday, March 2. 
They will be held before the full committee and the 
first witness will be Secretary Oveta Culp Hobby of the 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. Sec- 
retary Hobby will give the committee an explanation of 
the administration’s health program, including the ad- 
ministration’s omnibus health bill (H. R. 3458) which 
Chairman Priest introduced at an earlier date, and other 
bills which form a part of the administration’s health 
program but which have been referred to other com- 
mittees of the House of Representatives. The purpose 
of the initial presentation is to afford the committee an 
opportunity to get a broad picture of the administra- 
tion’s health program without going into details at that 
time on any part of the program. Further health hear- 
ings will be scheduled in the near future on various titles 
of the omnibus health bill and related health bills re- 
ferred to this committee. The order in which the 
several titles of the omnibus health bill will be taken 
up has yet to be determined. 
TAXES 
Committee on Ways and Means: Chairman Cooper 
announced that he had been directed today to introduce 
a clean bill which would continue for 1 year from April 
I, 1955, to April 1, 1956, the present corporate rate of 
52 percent and the present excise tax rates on distilled 
spirits (also beer and wine), cigarettes, gasoline, auto- 
mobiles and motorcycles, trucks, buses and truck trailers, 
auto parts and accessories, and diesel and special motor 
fuel, as contained presently in H. R. 4200. This exten- 
sion was requested by the President. It is estimated 
that in a full year of operation the continuation of the 
corporate tax rate will produce an additional $1.750 
billion, and the continuation of the present rates on the 
above-enumerated excise taxes will produce $1.08 billion. 
The committee also agreed to include in the clean bill, 
which it directed the chairman to introduce, a provision 
providing a $20 tax credit for taxpayers, their spouses 
and dependents. This $20 credit would be provided in 
each case where there is presently a $600 exemption; for 
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example, in the case of an aged taxpayer (65 years of 
age or over) or of a blind taxpayer—who are now given 
an additional $600 exemption—there would be a credit 
of $40 provided. A married couple with three children 
would be permitted to take a credit of $100 against their 
taxes (5 times $20). 

This $20 credit would become effective January 1, 
1950, and would be immediately reflected in the amount 
withheld from wages and salaries by an adjustment in 
the withholding tables which would be effective for pay 
received on and after January 1, 1956.

TOBACCO 


Committee on Agriculture: The Abbitt subcommittee 
discussed tobacco legislation today with James A. Mc- 
Connell, Assistant Secretary of Agriculture, along with 
the following officials of the Commodity Stabilization 
Service—Earl M. Hughes, Administrator; Clarence L. 
Miller, Director, Tobacco Division; Richard B. Bridg- 
forth, Assistant Deputy Administrator for Production 
Adjustment; Joseph R. Williams, Deputy Director, To- 
bacco Division; Joseph J. Todd, Chief, Production 
Programs Branch, Tobacco Division; two officials from 
the Tobacco Division of the Agricultural Marketing 
Service: Stephen E. Wrather, Director, and Claude G. 
Turner, Deputy Director; and Wear K. Schoonover, 
attorney adviser, Production and Adjustment Division, 
Office of the Solicitor. 

Five changes in legislation were recommended by the 
Department, as follows— 

(1) Amend the act to permit redetermination of the 1955 
national marketing quota and State and farm acreage allotments 
for burley tobacco on the basis of data now available. 

(2) The rate of penalty on the marketing of excess tobacco 
be increased from 50 to 75 percent of the average market price 
during the previous year. 

(3) Amend the act to provide that any acreage of tobacco 
harvested in excess of the allotted acreage for any farm for any 





year shall not be considered in the establishment of the allotment 


for the farm in succeeding vears. 

(4) Amend the act to require a reduction in the acreage 
allotment next established for a farm if any person connected 
with the farm causes, aids, or acquiesces in filing or causing to be 
filed any report with respect to the acreage of tobacco grown on 
the farm which the county committee determines to be false. 

(5) Amend the act to eliminate the provision whereby grow- 
ers may vote for quotas either for 3 years or 1 year and provide 
for voting only on the question of quotas for 3 years. This pro 
posal does not apply to burley tobacco where growers always 


approve quotas tor 3-year periods.

zona. He also spoke in support of H. R. 2862.

POSTAL EMPLOYEES’ SALARIES 

Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: Approved 
a bill today raising postal employees salaries an average 
of 7.5 percent including reclassification provisions re- 
quested by the President. The bill as recommended by 
the administration was approved by the committee with 
a number of amendments. 

The major change in the bill is to provide a 21-level 
salary schedule as compared to a 20-level salary schedule 
contained in the bill. This was accomplished by creat- 
ing an additional salary level above level 4. All other 
salary levels remain the same as they are in the bill. 
Those above level 5 are merely renumbered. Clerks 
and carriers and motor-vehicle operators will be placed 
in a new salary level. 

The committee provided a conversion formula for 
postal employees moving into the new salary schedule. 
This formula provides for increasing employees’ present 
rates by 6 percent and then simultaneously placing them 
into an appropriate rate within the new salary schedule. 
The increases, including the reclassification, will be 
effective at the beginning of the first pay period follow- 
ing enactment. 

The committee also approved an amendment which 
would increase the authorized per diem allowance for 
postal transportation employees from $6 to $9 per day. 

Total estimated increase cost of the bill is $150 million.

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lisher of New York, regarding any knowledge he had 
about Harvey Matusow, and as to the preparation and 
publication of Matusow’s book, False Witness.

He 
stated that he had been with Matusow at the request of 
Mr. Kahn for 25 days, and that he did not consider that 
he was serving in the capacity of a bodyguard. This 
witness also stated that he was not with Matusow under 
Communist Party orders, but refused, on grounds of 
possible self-incrimination (fifth amendment), to an- 
swer questions as to whether he worked for the Com- 
munist Party without pay.

State-Justice-Judiciary Appropriations: By a voice 
vote the House passed H. R. 5502, the Departments of 
State and Justice, the Judiciary, and related agencies 
appropriation bill for 1956, after rejecting all proffered 
amendments. 

Rejected a series of amendments, offered by Mr. Gross, 
that sought to delete all funds for the National Commis- 
sion on Educational, Scientific, and Cultural Coopera- 
tion; the entertainment funds of the Foreign Service; 
also to reduce the building funds of the State Depart- 
ment; and to reduce the U. S. contributions to the 
United Nations and specialized agencies.

totaling $450,398,227, which amount is $21,145,385 more 
than the current appropriation and $33,133,685 under 
the budget estimates.

AMERICAN VESSEL SEIZURE 

Committee on Foreign Affairs: The Subcommittee on 
Inter-American Affairs met in executive session today 
with State Department representatives in connection 
with the seizure, on March 26, 1955, by Ecuador, of two 
American vessels, with the resulting injury of a U. S. 
citizen. A statement by Representative Hays of Arkan- 
sas, following the closed session, said— 

Early in the morning on that date two American vessels, the 
Arctic Maid and the Santa Anna, were seized by Ecuador, and 
one American, the second engineer of the Arctic Maid, was 
seriously wounded. Ecuador has imposed heavy fines on the 
vessels on the ground that they invaded what Ecuador asserts 
were her territorial waters. The United States denies that these 
vessels were within the legitimate territorial waters of Ecuador. 

The*State Department witnesses included, in addition to Shel- 
don Mills, Ambassador to Ecuador, who has been called to 
Washington by the State Department to report on the incident, 
Rollin S. Atwood, Director, Office of South American Affairs; 
and Fred E. Taylor, of the Office of the Special Assistant for 
Fisheries. 

The subcommittee took note of the action already initiated 
by the Department of State in this matter and, because of the 
seriousness with which it regards these incidents, requested a 
progress report at an early date.

Also, the committee changed the language of subsec- 
tion A, section 3 (enumerated Presidential powers) to 
conform to language used in prior extensions, and 
agreed to defer consideration of provisions relating to 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade pending 
committee consideration of H. R. 5550, authorizing 
U. S. membership in the Organization for Trade Coop- 
eration, which organization would administer GATT. 
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The committee will meet again tomorrow when it 
will consider provisions relating to rate concessions and 
amendments to strengthen escape-clause and peril-point 
provisions of existing law.

TRADE AGREEMENTS 

Committee on Finance: Committee continued its execu- 
tive consideration of H. R. 1, to extend the authority of 
the President to enter into trade agreements, after which 
it made the following announcement:

The Finance Committee today discussed and by a vote of 11 
to 1 adopted amendments to H. R. 1, proposed by Senator 
George, which would permit a completion of current trade 
agreements negotiations on the base of 50 percent of the January 
I, 1945, rate, but which would prohibit additional cuts of 15 
percent in any case where negotiations now in progress resulted 
in reductions of 15 percent or over. The amendments specili- 
cally change the base date for the 15 percent authority from 
July 1 to January 1, 1955. 

Over 300 specific items are involved in the current negotia- 
tions including many chemicals, chinaware, glassware, metal 
products, agricultural products, fish products, and certain 
textiles. 

The amendments also include the deletion of the part of the 
bill which would allow reductions of 50 percent of the January 
I, 1945, rate on all items normally not imported or imported in 
negligible quantities. 

The next meeting of the committee will be Monday, April 2 
1955, at which time the oil and other commodity amendments 
will be taken up.

1953, Subcommittee on Refugees and Escapees heard 
further testimony from Scott McLeod, Administrator, 
Bureau of Security and Consular Affairs, State Depart- 
ment, who alleged that confusion had existed as to Mr.

Johnson, Chief, Division of Child Labor and Youth 
Employment, Bureau of Labor Statistics, Labor Depart- 
ment, who gave the trends in employment for young 
workers, stressing need for cooperation between schools 
and employment servicing, and making available to the 
subcommittee the latest research on youth and employ- 
ment and problems connected therewith, pointing out 
there will be 12 million students by 1960—double the 
number in 1950, which complicates the entire problem.

Committee on Foreign Relations: Subcommittee on

consideration should be given to reorganizing the U.N. 
so as to eliminate the Soviet Union he does not now 
think such an approach to be feasible, and added that he 
does not think the U. N. or any organization that has any 
prospect for maintaining peace should be disbanded 
and that a comparison of U. N. with the former League 
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of Nations shows the U. N. to be superior to the League.

mated 5.5 percent of prime contract dollars will go to 
small businesses from the Air Force in the fiscal year 
1955+ 

These hearings were continued today, with further 
testimony from Messrs. Weddell and Johnson, who 
were questioned extensively with regard to Defense 
Department Directive No. 4200.20, a recently issued 
directive dealing with subcontracting. The witnesses 
assured the subcommittee that the Air Force is already 
taking steps to insure an effective implementation of this 
directive.

AEC Office Building: Concluded the consideration of 
H. R. 5645, to authorize the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion to construct a modern office building in or near the 
District of Columbia to serve as its principal office, but 
deferred the vote on its passage to Thursday. Rejected 
an amendment that sought to bar the erection of the 
building closer than 30 miles to the District of Colum- 
bia.

Antitrust Laws: Passed without amendment H. R. 
4954, to amend the Clayton Act by granting a right of 
action to the United States to recover damages under 
the antitrust laws and to establish a uniform statute of 
limitations. The bill fixes the statute of limitations at 
4 years and provides that the act shall take effect 6 
months after its enactment.

POSTAL PAY INCREASE 

Conferees, in executive session, agreed to file a confer- 
ence report on the differences between the Senate- and 
House-passed versions of S. 1, to increase rates of basic 
compensation of officers and employees in the field serv- 
ice of the Post Office Department. Following today’s 
conference, Chairman Johnston of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Post Office and Civil Service stated that— 

* * * The agreement reached provides a 7-percent increase 
to every postal employee retroactive to March 1, 1955. This is 
a compromise between 6-percent House bill and the ro-percent 
Senate bill. The Senate conferees accepted less than the amount 
they considered justified in terms of an immediate pay increase 
because of their desire to give these employees an increase with- 
out further delay. 

In addition to the pay increase, the compromise includes the 
reclassification program sought by the administration and passed 


by the House. This feature of the bill will give most employees 
a further increase as the reclassification of the individual posi- 


tions occur. 
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The additional percentage increase caused by adoption of the 
resident's reclassification feature cannot be accurately computed 
til 180 days after the bill becomes law. * * *

any contract, other than a contract-to which subsection (b) 
applies, for the purchase of natural gas from a person other than 
an afhliate, the Commission shall deaermine whether the price 
as so increased is in excess of the reasonable market price (deter- 
mined as provided in subsection (b)) of the natural gas in the 
held where produced. When the Commission has made such 
determination, the natural-gas company may charge as an oper- 
ating expense for natural gas purcha: d under the contract only 
such part of the increase in price as results in a price which does 
not exceed such reasonable market price. 

As used in this section, the term “escalation clause” means any 
provision in a contract for the purchase of natural gas the opera 
tion of which may result in an increase in the price of the natural 
gas sold under the contract, but such term does not include 
(1) any provision for increases, by specific amounts, in the price 
of the natural gas at definite dates in the future, or (2) any provi- 
sion under which the natural-gas company agrees to reimburse 
the seller of the gas for any increase in taxes which may be levied 
upon such seller after a specified date.

the increase in price as results in a price which does not exceed 
such reasonable market price; and, except as otherwise provided 
in this subsection, the contract containing such escalation clause 
shall continue in effect according to its terms as though this 
subsection had not been enacted.

SUBSIDY CONTRACTS—SHIP REPLACEMENTS 


Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries: Ordered 
reported to the House H. R. 4118, providing for the com- 
putation of the 10-year recapture period with respect to 
operating differential subsidy contracts under the Mer- 
chant Marine Act of 1936 be computed from the end of 
the operator’s last completed recapture period regardless 
of its duration, or from the beginning of subsidized 
operations if the operator has not previously completed 
a recapture period. 


Also approved for reporting to the House a subcom- 
mittee report regarding the Ship Replacement Program.

FEDERAL EMPLOYEES’ SALARIES 


Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: Approved 
a bill today providing for pay increases to Federal 
employees. 

Striking out the provisions of S. 67, the committee 
inserted completely new language which would provide 
a 7¥4-percent increase for approximately 1,073,262 em- 
ployees, effective beginning with the first pay period 
commencing after February 28, 1955. Employees of 
the three branches of the Federal Government are cov- 
ered, specifically, as follows— 

(a) employees whose positions are subject to the Classification 
Act of 1949, as amended; 

(6) officers and employees in or under the judicial branch of 
the Government; 

(c) court reporters for Federal district courts; 

(d) secretaries and law clerks of circuit and district judges; 

(e) officers and employees in or under the legislative branch 
of the Government; 

(f) elected officers and certain appointive officers and em- 
ployees of the Senate and House of Representatives (except the 
presiding officers) ; 

(g) officers and employees in the Department of Medicine and 
Surgery in the Veterans’ Administration; and 

(A) employees in the Foreign Service of the United States 
under the Department of State. 


Other features of the bill would provide the 
following— 


(1) authorize comparable increases to employees whose sal- 
aries are set by administrative action such as employees of the 
TVA; 

(2) raise the limit on salaries which may be paid to officers 
and employees of the Central Bank for Cooperatives, or any 
production credit corporation, production credit association, or 
bank for cooperatives, to permit giving employees of these organ- 
izations raises comparable to those received by other Federal 
employees under this act; 

(3) maintain the present ceiling of $14,800 above which no 
salary may be raised by reason of this enactment; 

(4) restrict the maximum salary for employees of the legisla- 
tive branch (except those whose salaries are specifically set by 
law) to the maximum provided under the Classification Act of 
1949, as amended; 

(5) provide for an adjustment in the salaries of employecs 
transferred from the CPC schedules (Crafts, Protective, Cus- 
todial) to wage board salary schedules to take into consideration 
the increases provided under this bill; 

(6) provide comparable salary increases for the “savings 
cases” (those drawing salaries over the top salary rate for their 
grade); 

(7) provide for a proportionate payment of the salary increase 
due for work performed during the retroactive period to em- 
ployees who retired or to the estate of employees who died dur- 
ing the retroactive period; and 

(8) consolidate all authority for grades 16, 17, and 18; repeals 
extraneous laws giving separate authority. 
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The salary increases provided in the legislation are 
permanent, are subject to retirement deductions, and will 
be taken into consideration in computing overtime and 
night-differential pay. Approximate cost of the total 
pay increases provided by the legislation will be $325 


million annually. 


SOUTHWEST WASHINGTON, D. C. 

Committee on Public Works: The Subcommittee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds received favorable testi- 
mony today in connection with proposed legislation to 
promote the redevelopment of the southwestern portion 
of the District of Columbia. Bills pending on the sub- 
ject are H. R. 1760 and 6472, and S. 1290, which passed 
the Senate on June 8.

FOREIGN AID 


Committee on Foreign Affairs: Approved S. 2090, the 
Mutual Security Act of 1955. Chairman Richards, after 
conclusion of today’s action, stated that the following 
amendments pertaining to amounts were adopted— 


1. Military assistance was reduced from $1,278 million to 
$1,133 million, a reduction of $145 million. 

2. Defense support for Europe was increased from $70 million 
to $92 million with the requirement that $50 million is to be 
made available for assistance to Spain. 

3. The authorization for the Intergovernmental Committee 
for European Migration, which is already authorized in last 
year’s law and which continues available, was stricken from the 
bill as unnecessary. The reduction therefore was $12,500,000. 

4. For the same reason, the authorization for the civilian 
administrative expenses for NATO was stricken. The reduction 
was $3,700,000. 

(The net changes make a cut of $139,200,000.) 


Additional actions approved were— 


r. Administrative costs of direct forces support can now be 
paid from military assistance administrative funds, because the 
function of direct forces support is being transferred to the 
Department of Defense from FOA. 

2. An ainendment to give the President discretion to disre 
gard the requirements for agreements in his administration of 
assistance to countries in Asia in certain cases. 

. The committee reduced the required figure for the use of 
agr alee surplus from the $300 million in the Senate bill to 
$2 50 million as requested by ix executive branch. 

4. In the President’s Fund for Asian Economic Development, 
the word “friendly” was inserted in two instances as applying 
to the governments which are eligible to receive assistance. 

The committee removed the $3 million ceiling on appro- 
saci as our annual contribution to the World Health Organi- 
zation. It substituted an authorization permitting United States 
contributions after 1958 not to exceed one-third of the total 
assessments of active members of the Organization for such fiscal 
year. 

6. An amendment to permit the establishment of the Joint 
Committee on Rural Development in the Republic of the 
Philippines, authorizing up to 10 percent of the Philippine 
funds for that purpose. 

7. The committee adopted another amendment requiring that 
the amount of defense support assistance for Greece for fiscal year 
1956 shall be not less than that made available for fiscal year 
1955 for that purpose. 

8. The committee adopted an amendment declaring it the 
sense of the Congress that Communist China should not be 
seated in the United Nations, 

9. The committee added to the statement of congressional 
policy a section stating that assistance under this act shall only 


be furnished so as to support other peoples in their efforts to 
achieve self-government or independence. 

10. Another amendment adopted eliminates the 50-50 ship- 
ping clause from the transport of agricultural commodities not 
only under this act, but also under Public Law 480, the Surplus 
Agricultural Disposal Act. 

11, The committee extended for 1 year the law permitting free 
import privileges for personal and household effects brought into 
the United States by Government employees returning from 
foreign assignment. 


12. Adopted an amendment expressing the sense of the Con- 
gress that the recipient nations share “to a greater extent” with 
the United States the financial burden of providing aid, was 
adopted. 

Recessed until tomorrow morning when it is sched- 
uled to formally report the bill to the House.

POLIO VACCINE 


Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: The 
Subcommittee on Health and Science in connection with 
its study of H. R. 6286, the administration’s poliomye-

POLIO VACCINE 


Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: The 
Subcommittee on Health and Science continued its dis- 
cussion today with a selected panel of scientists on H. R. 
6286, the administration’s poliomyelitis vaccination as- 
sistance bill. The panel, with Dr. John R. Paul, of the 
Yale University School of Medicine, acting as its impar- 
tial chairman, was chosen to discuss the scientific prob- 
lems involved in this legislation, which is designed to 
defray the costs of poliomyelitis vaccine to be used in 
the vaccination of a substantial portion of our child 
population, and possibly other priority groups. Before 


this morning’s session started, Chairman Priest empha- 
sized the responsibility which this committee has before 
it—responsibility which he believed belongs elsewhere. 
He stated that the committee has before it legislation 
requested by the President and by the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare to authorize the appro- 
priation of funds—at first $28 million was requested and, 
later, $35 million—to assist the States with mass polio 
vaccination programs by providing funds for those chil- 
dren whose parents might not otherwise be able to pay 
for the vaccine. He added that the committee, there- 
fore, has the responsibility of deciding whether this leg- 
islation should or should not be reported to the floor of 
the House. Continuing his statement, Chairman Priest 
said that this decision involves scientific questions relat- 
ing to the safety and effectiveness of the vaccine which 
is to be used, and for that reason he requested the forma- 
tion of this panel in order to advise the committee on 
this question. 

Testimony was received during today’s session from 
Representatives Burnside, of West Virginia, and Ben- 
nett of Florida. Also testifying was Dr. Daniel 
Bergsma, New Jersey State commissioner of health, and 
vice president, Association of State and Territorial 
Health Officers.

HIGHWAY CONSTRUCTION 


Committee on Public Works: Began hearings today on 
the recommendations of the special g-member subcom- 
mittee (Representative Fallon, chairman), which would 
finance the proposed Federal-aid highway program 
(H.R. 7072). The subcommittee recommended an in- 
crease last Friday in the Federal gasoline tax to 3 cents 
a gallon, instead of 2 cents; diesel fuel to 6 cents from 
2 cents; heavy truck tires, 15 cents a pound instead of 
5 cents; and heavy truck tubes, 15 cents instead of 9 
cents. A new tax of 714 cents a pound on retreaded 
large tires was recommended, along with a proposal to 
increase the excise tax on trucks to 10 percent from 
8 percent. The first witnesses to testify were Repre- 
sentative Ayres, of Ohio, and officials of the Bureau of 
Public Roads, Treasury Department, and Internal Reve- 
nue Service. Other witnesses to follow were representa- 
tives of the American Trucking Association, American 
Farm Bureau Federation, National Association of Inde- 
pendent Tire Dealers, National Association of Motor 
Bus Operators, National Oil Jobbers Council, and Air 


Transport Association of America. Hearings will be 
continued tomorrow morning.

APPROPRIATIONS—MUTUAL SECURITY 


Committee on Appropriations: Committee continued 
its executive hearings on H. R. 7224, fiscal 1956 appro- 
priations for mutual security, hearing testimony today 
from Special Assistant to the President Harold E. 
Stassen, and Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff Adm. 
Arthur W. Radford, both of whom were accompanied 
by their associates. Hearings continue tomorrow. 


RESERVE FORCES AND NOMINATIONS 


Committee on Armed Services: Committee, in execu- 
tive session, ordered favorably reported with an amend- 
ment in the nature of a substitute bill H. R. 7000, to pro- 
vide for strengthening of the Reserve Forces. As ap- 
proved by the committee, the bill would provide the 
following: 

Reserve enlistment programs: 

(1) Total of 8 years, of which 2 years would be active duty, 
3 years would be active participation in Ready Reserve, 3 years 
would be membership in Standby Reserve, from which they 
could be called to active duty only after Selective Service System 
had determined their availability. 

(2) For persons under 181, within quotas established by 
secretaries, can enlist in Ready Reserve for period until they be- 
come 28. All this service is active participation in Ready 
Reserve. 

(3) For persons under 20, within quotas established by secre- 
taries, can enlist for 8 years, of which 3 to 6 months w ould be 
active duty for training. 


There is no forced active participation in Ready Reserve for 
persons now serving on active duty. Persons who enlist or are 
inducted 30 days after this bill is enacted can be required to 
participate actively in Ready Reserve when they come off active 
duty. 

Persons who enlisted in National Guard before reaching 181 
can have their liability shortened to 8 years by taking 3 months 
of active duty for training. These persons now must continue 
their membership until they become 28. 

Persons who have had 18 months of active duty can enlist for 


3 years in combat reserve units of Army and Marine Corps, 


within prescribed quotas, and receive enlistment bonus of 2 
months’ pay of the grade in which he enlists. This program ter 
minates in July of 1957. 

The committee also approved 365 nominations in the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force. 


PURCHASE OF SILVER 

Committee on Banking and Currency: Subcommittee 
on Federal Reserve Matters began hearings on S. 1427, 
to repeal legislation passed prior to 1934 w hich influences 
Treasury Department policy in purchasing silver for 
monetary purposes. Testimony was received tod: Ly 
from W. Randolph Burgess, Under Secretary of the 
Treasury, and William McC. Martin, Jr., Chairman of 
the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System. 
Hearings continue Monday, July 18. 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 


Committee on Foreign Relations: Committee, in execu- 
tive session, ordered favorably reported H. Con. Res. 149, 
expressing the sense of Congress that the U. S., in its 
international relations, should maintain its traditional 
policy in opposition to colonialism and Communist im- 
perialism, and S. Res. 127, right of free peoples to self- 
determination. 

Committee tabled S. Res. 126, withdrawal of U. S. 
recognition of certain governments. 


INVESTIGATIONS 


Committee on Government Operations: Committee, in 
executive session, requested its Permanent Subcommit- 
tee on Investigations to file its report on Army personnel 
actions relating *o Irving Peress.

SURPLUS PROPERTY 
Committee on Government Operations: Subcommittee 
on Reorganization held hearings on S. 2367, relating to 


authority of GSA Administrator with respect to utiliza- 
tion and disposal of excess and surplus Government 
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property under the control of executive agencies. Testi- 
mony was heard from Gerald S. Wise, Executive Direc- 
tor, Hoover Commission, and Task Force on Surplus 
Property, Baltimore; Maxwell H. Elliott, General Coun- 
scl, GSA; and Percival F. Brundage, Deputy Director, 
Bureau of the Budget, all of whom testified generally 
in favor of this proposed legislation.

RECRUITING FOR ESPIONAGE 


Committee on the Judiciary: Following up testimony 
given 2 weeks ago by Winston Burdett and others, Inter- 
nal Security Subcommittee today heard testimony from 
the following witnesses: 

Melvin Barnett, an employee of the New York Times, 
who stated that he has not been a Communist since 1942, 
but declined to answer questions relating to his Com- 
munist activities prior to that date; 

David Gordon, of the New York Daily News, who 
stated that he had not been a Communist for 12 years, 
but declined to answer questions relating to any Com- 
munist activities prior to 12 years ago; 

Charles Lewis, public affairs director of WCAX-TV, 
Burlington, Vt., who stated that he had been a Commu- 
nist for several months in the late 1930’s while em- 
ployed on the Brooklyn Eagle, but that he severed rela- 
tions shortly thereafter; he stated that later he was with 
the Office of War Information, and then was in charge, 
for the U.S. Military Government of Germany, of radio 
station RIAS, the primary German outlet of American 
information at the time; 

Col. William F. Heimlich, a D. C. businessman, and 
formerly director of radio station RIAS for 2 years, testi- 
fied that he and other anti-Communists were fired by 
Charles Lewis; and 

Amos Landman, of New York City, who testified as 
to a statement he made in public regarding taking the 
fifth amendment to protect himself. 

Hearings continue tomorrow.

Tamsky, under commit- 
tee questioning, refused to answer counsel regarding his 
identity or association with the organization, citing his 
constitutional rights of protection from possible self- 
incrimination. Also questioned Philip Korwitz, hus- 
band of the secretary of the Boston group who had 
been excused from examination by doctor’s orders.

Tamsky also took the fifth amendment. Other wit- 
nesses who invoked the fifth amendment were Donald 
Rothenberg, a member of the national committee, and 
Mildred S. Rothenberg, secretary of the local Rosenberg 
group located in Cleveland, Ohio; and John Gilman, 
president of the Civil Rights Congress and chairman of 
the Milwaukee, Wis., Rosenberg group. Recessed on 
the subject until tomorrow morning, with hearings 
scheduled to go through Thursday.
